New York, Dec. 26—Dr. Lorenz, who 


returned to this city from 
Boston, 


while discussing his visit to this coun- 
try, said in an interview,: 


'"Ehere is one thing I want to say 


and that is in regard to finance. I see 
it reported that I have made in this 
country $160,000. (Now as a matter of 
fact, I got one fee of ?30,000 in Chi- 
cago, and in the four months I have 
been here I have earned ?30,000. My 
practice at home in four months is 
worth that. 


"True, I have seen a. number of 


private patients in each of the cities 
I visited, but as you Americans say, 
in no other instances, have they 
'more than paid the freight.' 
As a 


matter of fact it has been the physi- 
cians of the various cities who have 
profited by my visits. They are my 
colleagues and I am glad they did, but 
you see I remained only two, three, 
four, or peraaps five days. During that 
time I was working in the hospitals in 
•the clinics. The private patients be- 
gan to come and they were operated 
upon by the local surgeons who had 
•witnessed my clinics. But I am glad 
I came. The trip has been the crown- 
ing success of my life. My trip here 
has been successful ethically, but not 
materially." 


Dr. Lorenz spoke gratefully of the 


hospitality he had been shown by the 
Americans.

Crosby's story of Burr's last days is 
an interesting one, and further con- 
firms his claim, of being the son of. 
the hot-headed lawyer. When Burr 
came back to this country after his 
euel with Hamilton his once mighty 
Dram power had ^deserted him. 


Poor in health, and with little left 


of his former vast fortune, he man- 
aged to exist on a meager law prac- 
tice. His wife had died, and when, he 
met a squaw of negro and Indian blood 
he fell in love with her. The squaw's 
father had been taken from Africa as 
a slave. He was owned by Prince 
Henry, a wealthy slave owner, and 
later his wife, an Indian woman, pur- 
chased his freedoom for f 
300. 


The bride of Bun- was a handsome 


woman, and, for her station in life, 
fairly refined. 
The old man iST De- 


troit says that he was their only son. 
He was well educated and can speak 
three differenflinguages. He was 
.born in. England March 12, 1794, Burr 
having sent the woman there, owing 
to popular indignation against tha 
union. The son returned to this coun- 
try in 1809 with his mother. 


Whea Charles had grown to be 


quite a young man his famous parent 
passed awa3r. Her mother married a 
man by the name of Crosby, a livery 
keeper in Philadelphia. 
Soon after 


that he married Mary Ann Jackson, a 
woma nof the same mixed nationality 
of his mother. She is also still alive, 
at the age of 110. She lives with a 
daughter in Detroit, as the home of 
Othello Crosby is not large enough to 
accommodate them both. 


This strange old man tells a story 


of his half-sister's disappearance that 
has puzzled the world for so many 
years. Theodosia Burr in her 
time 


was considered the most beautiful and 
talented woman in America. 


In the year 1788 the daughter of the 


former Vice President was married in 
Charleston, S. C., to Joseph Alston. 
With her lover she left on the ship 
Patriot for her father's home in New 
York. So much history knows. What- 
ever became of them after they left 
Charleston was a disputed part of his- 
tory. 


Crosby shipped on the sloop Inde- 


pendence, that sailed from New York, 
as a cook. They had not been at sea 
very long when they noticed two men 
afloat on a raft. Investigation showed 
that one was a white man, the other 
an Indian. When picked up they gave 
their names as Gibbs and Warnley. 
They said they had been shipwrecked, 
and that they •acre merchants. As 
they were willing to work they were 
permitted to remain on board, but 
when the boat reached New York they 
were turned ov<?r to the police as sus- 
picions character?.

Cleveland, O., Dfc. 10.—Tui? is an age 


of inagniflc°ut homes n's well «s of 
great wealth, and nowhere are these 
evidences of affluence and artistic taste 
mpre abundant tliau iu the Forc&t City. 
There is perhaps no other city on tbJs 
continent that can boast of a single 
street having on it so many lino resl- 
deflcefc as Euclid avenue. There may 
be elsewhere long rows of more costly 
houses, with more elaborate interiors, 
but nowhere, I think, is there such a 
continuity of really magnificent homes' 
as those which for miles line- this fa- 
mous avenue.. Its fame does not he 
merely in splendid architectural con- 
ceits" nor In lofty and imposing piles of 
masoiiry, though some of the houses 
on the avenue lival m splendor the 
famed palaces of Europe, but hi the 
spacious nnd beautiful grounds which 
surround them.

With the passing away of Mrs. Julia 


Dent Grant another link to that turbu- 
lent civil period which witnessed the 
greatest activity and untiring energy 
of her illustrious husband has been 


• severed, says the New York American. 


In sympathy with the great affection 


which existed between General and 
Mrs. Grant and following the wishes 
of the general, found in his own hand- 
writing after his death, the committee 
.which planned the noble memorial on 
the banks of the Hudson made pro- 
vision for the placing of Mrs. Grant's 
remains beside those of her husband 
after her death. 


It was during General Grant's fa- 


mous tour of the world, upon which 


Mrs. 
Grant accompanied him, that the 


famous warrior conceived the idea of 
a double tomb for himself and wife. . 


With clasped bands they were view- 


Ing the tomb of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella of Spain. 


"Julie," said Grant, "that is how we 


should be buried when it comes our 
time to die." 


After his death a note was found 


among Grant's papers in which he ex- 
plained that while West Point was the 
Spot where he would prefer to rest he 
was aware that under military regula- 
tions his wife could not be buried there 
with him, - wherefore he desired to be 
buried either in Galena or New York, 
adding that he mentioned New York 
because the people of that city bad en- 
deared themselves to him by their* al- 
ways generous treatment of him. 


The story of her married life is 


largely'that of both their lives. Mrs. 
Grant, who in her later years devoted 
much time to her pen, has written 
charmingly of her experiences with the 
hero of Appomattox. 


"General Grant was my brother's 


chum at West Point," she wrote in her 
reminiscence. 
"It was an odd coin- 


cidence that after they graduated my 
brother was sent to a distant post, 
while Lieutenant Grant was stationed 
at Fort-. Jefferson, a few miles from 
our plantation in St Louis. Several 
months later- came (the Mexican war, 
and Lieutenant Grant went away. Be- 
fore he left for the front I had prom- 


• ~isea to be his wife. 


"When the Mexican war ended, Lieu- 


tenant Grant came back with laurels 
and a-captaincy, and we were married. 
Soon after Captain Grant was ordered 
to a western post, and for several years' 
• be did frontier duty. 


"Captain Granit, however, was a bet- 


ter soldier in time of war than of 
peace. He was happy in the fight and 
din of battle, but restless in the bar- 
racks. He resigned from the army and 
took a plantation in Missouri and went 
to farming. This was the first real do- 
mestic life we had experienced since 
our marriage. 


"My -tenderest 
memories 
cluster 


around the old farm. ;'It was there our 
children were born, and It was the first 
place the captain and I had that we 
could call home. When the civil war 
broke out, the captain drilled a com- 
pany and volunteered his services. 


"It was some time before my husband 


would consent to my joining him. and 
then with what eagerness I took up life

THE AFRICAN'S SKIN.'

lit liin Actl\e Country. 


It is not an accent that the skin ol 


tbe African is black, but a provision 
of nature to fit him for the burround 
ings, for a black skin can -withstand 
the sun's rays better than a white 
one. 
It might be thought perhaps that 


as black absoibs the rays and white 
reflects them it would have been bet- 
ter for natuie to give him a white skin 
that he would have been more com- 
fortable so. But lie would not. 


The reason is this: A -white skin 


scorches and blisters under a hot sun 
but a black skm does not, for it ab 
sorbs the rays and carries the heat be- 
neath. 
So far as bodily comfort is 


concerned there is all the difference 
in the -world between a scorched skin 
and one that is not seoiched, and 
therefore the black man is better fitted 
to withstand the equatorial heat. 


If you will bear this in mind'until 


next summer, you may make a simpli 
test of tbe matter. Put a white glov< 
on one hand and a black glove on th> 
other and expose them both to the sun 
You will find that the hand with thi 
black glove on feels hotter than thi 
one with the white glove on, but ii 
will not scorch and burn like the lat 
ter. 


In fact, you may test the matter ii 


winter too. Lay a piece of black clot! 
on the snow and a piece, of tlia sam< 
size and texture, but -while, by thesidi 
of it. Make your expeument on a daj 
when the sun is hot enough to make i 
thaw, and you will find after awhiW 
that the snow under the black clotl 
has melted more than that under thi 
white cloth, which show s that tbe hea 
is absorbed by the black cloth and car 
ried beneath it.
